County govt, will 
offer free prescrip, 
discount program 



Cards to be available 
to Morgan residents 
in six to eight weeks 

Morgan County residents will soon 
be able to participate in a free discount 
program that can mean substantial sav- 
ings on the cost of prescription medica- 
tions. Known as the National Associa- 
tion of Counties’ (NACo) Prescription 
Discount Card Program, it will be avail- 
able to Morgan County consumers 
within the next six to eight weeks, Judge 
Executive Tim Conley said last week. 

The Kentucky Association of Coun- 
ties (KACo) has made the discount card 
program possible by paying the national 
association’s annual membership dues 
on behalf of Kentucky’s 120 counties, 
and as a result, every county in Kentucky 
can now make the free discount cards 
available to their residents as soon as the 
paper work involved is completed for 
each participating county. 

Judge Executive Conley said his of- 
fice has already applied to participate in 
the program and paper work is currently 
in progress to make the cards available 
to county residents. 

When the program is in place, resi- 
dents will not have to fill out any forms 
or register in any way to receive their 
free card and begin saving money on 
their prescription medications, Conley 
said. The cards, which will be available 
in Morgan County at the local Health 
Department on Riverside Drive, can be 
used by individuals that do not have in- 
surance coverage for prescription medi- 
cations, as well as in situations where 
their insurance does not cover a particu- 
lar drug. Citizens can just obtain their 
free card and present it at the register. 

KACo president, Tony Wilder, judge 
executive in Boyle County, said the pre- 
scription discount program is just one 
of the many benefits Kentucky counties 
enjoy for being KACo members. KACo 
is the state-level organization represent- 
ing Kentucky counties and county 
elected officials. 

There are no age, health or income 
restrictions on who can use the discount 
cards and there are no registration forms 
to fill out, Judge Executive Conley said. 
The program offers uninsured or 
underinsured consumers with immedi- 
ate, at-the- register discounts on their 
prescription drug purchases through a 
nationwide network of participating 
pharmacies. 

“By participating in the program, 
county officials in Kentucky can save 
the residents of their county an average 
of 21 percent off the full retail price of

most commonly prescribed drugs with- 
out any cost to the county or the partici- 
pant,” Wilder said. “In this age of spi- 
raling healthcare costs, the prescription 
discount card program can be a valuable 
benefit to county residents. With the 
apparent inability of the federal and state 
governments to do anything about the 
skyrocketing cost of healthcare, this is 
something that county officials can do 
at the local level to assist their neigh- 
bors, friends and constituents that are 
among the estimated 560,000 Kentuck- 
ians without health insurance coverage.” 

Wilder and Conley emphasized that 
there are no costs to the county, county 
tax payers or consumers to participate. 

It is free to county residents with no 
registration necessary, no age or income 
qualifications and no medical condition 
restrictions, they said. Unlike some other 
prescription discount programs spon- 
sored by various entities, neither the 
county, KACo nor NACo receive any 
financial benefit from participation in 
the program. This was an important fac- 
tor to KACo in deciding to make the 
program available to its member coun- 
ties “because we wanted participants to 
receive the best possible discount on 
their medications,” Wilder said. 

More than 1 ,000 pharmacies in Ken- 
tucky accept the NACo/KACo card, in- 
cluding many local pharmacies and na- 
tional chains such as Wal-Mart, Rite- 
Aid, CVS, Walgreens, Eckerd, Kmart 
and Kroger. 

The discount card program is admin- 
istered by Caremark Rx, Inc. The com- 
pany is a leading pharmaceutical ser- 
vices company based in Nashville, 
Tenn., and its affiliates provide compre- 
hensive drug benefit services to over 
2,000 health plan sponsors and their plan 
participants throughout the U.S.

1976, these homes have been built 
to a fairly stringent federal build- 
ing code and are of generally high 
quality.

Improving Voting Procedures

Within days of officially cer- 
tifying the results of the Novem- 
ber general election last week, 
Secretary of State Trey Grayson 
went before a legislative commit- 
tee with two rock solid ideas for 
improving the way Kentuckians 
cast their ballots. 

The only question is whether 
lawmakers go along with 
Grayson’s suggestions when the 
General Assembly meets here 
next month. 

Probably the most popular 
idea among voters and legislators 
is to guarantee a paper trail for 
each ballot cast on the state’s new 
electronic voting machines. 

Grayson wants to use part of 
the $15 million in federal funds 
the state has to provide the new 
machines to the state’s 120 coun- 
ties to buy equipment to print out 
a paper copy of each ballot cast 
in a precinct. The cost is about 
$1,000 per precinct. 

The electronic voting ma- 
chines are an outgrowth of the 
200 presidential debacle in 
Florida, where old punch-card 
ballots were the focus of a weeks- 
long legal tug-of-war between 
eventual winner President George 
W. Bush and then-Vice President 
A1 Gore. 

But without a capability of 
double-checking vote results with 
paper ballots, there is no way to 
recanvass a close contest or de- 
termine whether there has been 
vote fraud. 

There is also the question of 
whether the electronic machines 
can be hacked into successfully 
and vote totals manipulated in 
favor of a particular candidate or 
political party. Without paper bal- 
lots, there is no way of knowing 
with certainty an election has 
been fair. 

Let’s face it. Even the most 
computer literate - and that is 
hardly true of all Kentuckians - 
know how vulnerable computers 
can be. The spam loading up of 
my e-mail everyday is proof of 
that. 

Another unfortunate fact that 
must be face also is that hardly a 
primary or general election passes 
in Kentucky without allegations 
of vote fraud in one or more coun- 
ties, usually involving local races. 
If a paper trail helps state and fed- 
eral investigators settle those al- 
legations, then that alone is justi- 
fication for spending the money. 

In the end, however, the paper 
trial is necessary to maintain voter 
confidence that the vote totals are 



a true reflection of voter senti- 
ment. If that confidence falters 
because the electronic machines 
are fault or manipulated, the 
barely 40 percent of Kentuckians 
who bothered to vote last month 
could drop dramatically. 

And that raises the second 
solid idea proposed by Grayson. 
He wants Kentuckians to be able 
to cast ballots before election day 
itself. 

Right now, without a demon- 
strable need to be out of town, 
Kentuckians can vote only be- 
tween 6 a.m. and 6 p.m election 
day. 

That narrow window may 
seem adequate, but consider a 
working family with school-age 
children, who must be fed, 
dressed and sent off to school 
before mom and dad go off the 
work. At the end of the day, those 
same children must be collected 
to transported to soccer practice 
or ballet lessons, and finally pro- 
vided dinner. 

When is there time for both 
parents to go to the polls? That is 
especially true if those voters 
must stand in line for a period of 
time to cast their ballots. 

In my own precinct in South 
Frankfort last month, there was an 
unusually long line in the late af- 
ternoon. An elderly voter was tak- 
ing so much time with the new 
electronic machine - far more 
than the 10-minute limit - that 
those waiting opted to use the old 
machine instead of waiting. 

Right now 20 states allow vot- 
ers to cast ballots before election 
day. In Oregon, ballots are mailed 
to voters weeks before an elec- 
tion. 

It is nice to see Kentucky lead 
the nation on television with elec- 
tion returns, but it is more impor- 
tant to give people the ability to 
vote in elections. 

Of course, Grayson’s propos- 
als did not go over well with some 
county clerks. Fayette County 
Clerk Don Blevins opposed both, 
contending early voters would 
overwhelm clerks’ offices and 
ballot printers would be liable to 
problems of their own. 

But a number of states have 
adopted both the paper trail and 
early voting without evidence that 
they impose undue hardship on 
the officials who oversee local 
elections. 

Besides, if the General Assem- 
bly gives the nod and provides the 
financing, I expect most county 
clerks across the commonwealth 
will be able to adapt.

Firefighters save woods from 
housefire on McClain Way

The West Liberty Volunteer 
Fire Department responded to a 
housefire at 814 McClain Way on 
Nov. 30, with assistance from 
other local fire departments and 
the West Liberty Police Depart- 
ment. 

West Liberty Fire Chief John 
Conley said numerous people re- 
ported the fire at approximately 
4:30 p.m., with the Caney Valley 
and Highway 172 fire depart- 
ments also responding. 

Conley said the unoccupied 
house, owned by Direl Fyffe, of 
Circle Drive, was previously de- 
stroyed by fire two years ago 
when Fyffe’s son, Joe, lived at the 
residence. 

“The first fire had already gut- 
ted the house,” Conley said. 
“Yesterday’s fire pretty much fin- 
ished it off. We let the structure 
burn the rest of the way after we 
contained its fire.” 

Conley said the fire spread to 
a nearby hillside before 



firefighters arrived, however. 

“We were concerned the fire 
might spread to the woods,” 
Conley said. “Fortunately, we 
were able to contain and monitor 
the fire to be sure it did not 
spread.” 

Approximately 12 firefighters 
contained the blaze in 20 minutes, 
but did not leave the scene until 
after 9 p.m. 

Conley said the fire’s cause is 
undetermined at this time. 

“We don’t know how the fire 
started, but we managed to keep 
it from a 12-inch gas line,” 
Conley said. “The results could 
have been extremely disasterous 
if the fire had consumed the line.” 

Conley attributes the 
department’s efficient response to 
intensive training. 

“We train constantly,” Conley 
said. “Firefighters must be pre- 
pared for every emergency situ- 
ation. Our volunteers are dedi- 
cated to ensuring that on a regu- 
lar basis.” 



Your Social 
Security 



Questions About 
Retirement 

Question: My wife worked 
for a number of years but became 
a full-time homemaker after our 
children were born. We noticed in 
her most recent Social Security 
statement that she is only three 
work credits shy of qualifying for 
Social Security retirement ben- 
efits. Can we voluntarily contrib- 
ute the $970 per quarter in earn- 
ings that are required for Social 
Security so that she will have re- 
tirement benefits coverage. 

Answer: No. People cannot 
get additional Social Security 
credits by voluntarily contribut- 
ing money to Social Security. 
They can earn credits only by 
working in a job or business cov- 
ered under Social Security. How- 
ever, even if your wife does not 
have her own Social Security cov- 
erage, she will probably be eli- 
gible to receive Social Security 
benefits based on your work 
record. For more information, 
visit the Social Security website 
at wwwsocialsecurity.gov, or call 
Social Security’s toll-free number 
at 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 1-800- 
325-0778) and ask for the publi- 
cation Retirement Benefits. 

Question: What is the abso- 
lute earliest age that a person can 
retire under Social Security? 

Answer: An eligible worker 
may start receiving Social Secu- 
rity retirement benefits as early as 
age 62. However, if you start your 
benefits early, they are perma- 
nently reduced to a fraction of a 
percent for each month before 
your full retirement age. For ex- 
ample, if your full retirement age 
is 66 and you sign up for Social 
Security when you are age 62, 
you will receive 75 percent of 
your full retirement benefit. For 
more information about the rela- 
tionship between age and benefit 
payment amounts, you can visit 
the Social Security website at 
www.socialsecurity.gov, or you 
can call Social Security’s toll-free 
number at 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 
1-800-325-0778) and ask for the 
publication Retirement Benefits.

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Local vets still treat large animals, provide valuable 
service to county despite national small animal trend

Morgan County veterinarians 
currently provide a service to 
their rural clientele that is rapidly 
decreasing nationally - large ani- 
mal treatment and care. 

Drs. William G. Holbrook, 
David Fugate, Ralph Adams, 
Laura Scalf and E. Edward Ward 
treat large animals despite a na- 
tional small animal trend, which 
is often more lucrative and effi- 
cient. 

According to the American 
Veterinary Medical Association, 
in the United States there are only 
2,268 large animal veterinarians 
at 1,134 exclusive large animal 
practices; 3,047 predominantly 
large animal veterinarians at 
1,219 practices; 4,515 mixed ani- 
mal veterinarians at 2,258 prac- 
tices; and 2,646 equine-only vet- 
erinarians at 1,323 practices - 
with only 23 percent of those 
working on large animals. 

Holbrook, who founded West 
Liberty Veterinary Clinic at Index 
in 1963, said this is because large 
animal work requires more 
money, time and physical 
strength. 

“Many veterinarians choose 



not to treat large animals because 
they need more expensive equip- 
ment and drug supplies,” 
Holbrook said. “Large animal 
work is also time consuming, and 
it is not a controlled practice like 
that of small animals - much of 
it is done on after-hours emer- 
gency calls. Plus, it is not always 
easy to restrain a 3,000-pound 
animal.” 

Ward, who opened Animal 
Care Hospital at Malone in 1978, 
said large animal work has de- 
creased due to changing attitudes 
toward large animals. 

“When I was growing up, 
most large animals were raised to 
eat or to work,” Ward said. 
“Many people had large animals 
for those reasons, so their health 
was a necessity. Not as many 
people raise large animals today, 
and owners are more likely to 
consider them pets.” 

Despite this, Holbrook said 
West Liberty Veterinary Clinic 
(which also includes Fugate, 
Adams and Scalf) and Animal 
Care Hospital, both of which treat 
large and small animals, have 
seen a recent increase in large 
animal work thanks to trail 
riding’s resurgence. 



“Trail riding is making a 
comeback in Morgan County,” 
Holbrook said. “People have 
started riding horses for pleasure 
again rather than AT Vs. This is a 
very healthy phase that is good 
for the environment and local 
vets, as it has created more large 



animal business for us and helped 
the local economy.” 

Ward said improved equip- 
ment and facilities have made 
large animal work more conve- 
nient for vets. 

“Many practices and farms are 
equipped with better tools to con-

trol large animals,” Ward said. 
“Some facilities are outfitted with 
hydraulic chutes, gates, etc., 
which makes large animal work 
a lot easier. A practicing large 
animal vet also needs a good 
truck and trailer, since large ani- 
mals require four to five times 
more travel than treatment.” 

Ward and Holbrook, both Au- 
burn University graduates (1963 
and 1977 respectively), agree that 
public service is the most reward- 
ing aspect of their profession. 

“Vets can make a great differ- 
ence in animals’ lives,” Ward 
said. “Knowing that I can make 
these animals - large and small - 
more healthy and comfortable is 
a great feeling, as well as giving 
their owners better information 



on how to care for them more ef- 
fectively.” 

Holbrook said his work has 
yielded many lifelong friend- 
ships. 

“It is unreal how the animals 
and their owners touch me,” 
Holbrook said. “The friendships 
earned are more valuable to me 
than any amount of money; they 
give me a great high. That is what 
being a veterinarian is all about.”

Have you ever noticed how the early spring flowers seem 
to be of a pale color, maybe light blue or yellow? Not the 
loud colors of mid-summer, just pale and fresh to start us 
off in the morning with a gladness in our hearts, and thank- 
ful to our Lord just to the see the flowers, spring, and the 
robins.

FIVE GENERATIONS. Al- 
though the Ezel Cemetery is the 
largest in Morgan County, it is by 
no means the oldest. (In its 
present form it dates back only 
to 1888, when it replaced an ear- 
lier cemetery nearby that was 
held responsible for an epidemic 
- probably typhoid through pol- 
lution of local ground water.) Yet 
the graveyard hold no fewer than 
five generations of a single fam- 
ily, descendants of pioneer settler 
John Nickell and his wife, Elsy 
Wilson (themselves buried in the 
Holderby Graveyard in Wolfe 
County, in an area originally part 
of old Morgan). 

In the fall of 2006, 1 visited the 
cemetery with our family gene- 
alogist, my aunt Lucille (Nickell) 
Hane y (along with my wife 
Diana, daughter Cherette and 
grandsons Chase and Tyner). On 
a walking tour of the cemetery, 
Lucille pointed out each of the 
relevant graves. 

The list of five generations 
begins with the grave of a pio- 
neer minister Rev. Joseph 
“Preacher Joe” Nickell. The first 
child of John and Elsy, he was the 
earlier birthday (Nov. 10, 1792) 
inscribed on any tombstone in the 
entire cemetery. Preacher Joe was 
founder of Morgan County’s first 
Disciples of Christ church, the 
White Oak Christian Church, in 
1832. He preached and per- 
formed marriages and river bap- 
tisms in Morgan and nearby 
counties until his death on Dec. 
13, 1874. His grave would have 
been among the approximately 
50 that were relocated to the new 
cemetery site in 1888. 

The next generation is repre- 
sented by a son of Preacher Joe 



and his first wife, Rachel Kash 
(daughter of James Kash, first 
sheriff of Morgan County). 
Named Joseph Greenville 
“Green” Nickell (Sept. 30, 1835- 
June 21, 1911), he was the 11th 
of 13 children. A farmer, he mar- 
ried Lu Ann Maxey (Oct. 5, 
1858-Dec. 23-1938), a daughter 
of Morgan County minister and 
doctor Raney Maxey. 

A member of the third genera- 



tion of Nickells buried at Ezel 
Cemetery was a son of Green and 
Lou Ann, James Loring Nickell 
(Aug. 10-1862-Oct. 22, 1943. 
Loring was locally famous for his 
farm at Murphy Fork. In addition 
to a large garden and other culti- 
vated plants and trees, he main- 
tained an apple orchard and per- 
formed grafting experiments, 
having two or three varieties of 
apple growing on a single tree! 



He was married to Virginia South 
Cox (April 10, 1864-Nov. 1957), 
a daughter of Morgan County 
Confederate soldier Lt. Milton B. 
Cox. 

Representing the fourth gen- 
eration is a daughter of Loring 
and Virginia, Martha Eddyth 
(April 11, 1898- July 11-1989), 
who married Byron Lewis. For 
several years, she was a teacher 
the one-room schoolhouse at 
Murphy Fork (which was discon- 
tinued in 1946-1947). 

Finally, from the fifth genera- 
tion is Winfred Sherman Nickell. 
He was a son of Eddyth’s brother 
Curren (July 5, 1889-Oct. 18, 
1969), a former teacher and Ken- 
tucky state representative who 
married Emma Golden Murphy 
(May 31, 1895-Feb. 6, 1990). 
Winfred lived just over a year 
(Jan. 26,1914-Feb. 22, 1915) be- 
fore being interred in the historic 
cemetery. 

Five generations! From the 
late 18th century (Preacher Joe’s 
birth in 1792) until the early 20th 
century (baby Winfred’s death in 
1915) - a span of almost a cen- 
tury and a quarter: one way to 
measure time, to record history.

Signs of neglect 
in a family 

In a family where neglect is 
occurring, the neglecting adult 
may be apathetic and have a con- 
stant craving for excitement and 
change. The adult will express 
dissatisfaction with his/her life 
and express a desire to be free of 
the demands of the child. There 
will be a lack of interest in the 
child’s activities. The adult will 
have a low acceptance of the 
child’s dependency needs and 
will be generally unskilled as a 
parent. The neglecting adult will 
have little planning or organiza- 
tional skills. S/he may appear to 
be unkept and will perceive the 
child as a burden or bother. S/he 
will be occupied more with his/ 
her own problems than with the 
child’s problems. The child will 
seldom be discussed in positive 
terms and the neglecting adult 
will be overcritical of the child 
in most every respect. 

There are several other fam- 
ily indicators where neglect is 
occurring and those will be dis- 
cussed in the next article.

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Forest Service conducts Operation 
Overhang in the Red River Gorge 



WINCHESTER, Ky., Nov. 30 
— Forest Service law 
enforcement officers and 
backcountry rangers on the 
Daniel Boone National Forest are 
stepping up efforts to enforce 
regulations in the Red River 
Gore. In a recent exercise called 
Operation Overhang, officers and 
rangers worked in teams to 
combine enforcement with 
education, particularly at illegal 
campsites set up in sensitive 
rockshelters and overhangs. 
Campers found in violation were 
informed of federal regulations 
that apply to these cliff- 
associated areas and why such 
policies are necessary to protect 
fragile archeological and 
biological resources. 

In the Red River Gorge 
Geological Area, camping and 
fire- building in rockshelters is 
prohibited. These shelters contain 
valuable evidence of historic and 
prehistoric people that once 
thrived in this unique area. The 
environment of the rockshelters 
protects archaeological sites, 
preserving plant remains, animal 
bone, and other objects. The 
earliest evidence of agriculture in 
eastern North America is 
documented from rockshelters in 
the Red River Gorge. 

The disturbance from fire- 
building, digging, and repeated 
foot travel in rockshelters 
destroys cultural deposits. Once 
this occurs, significant heritage 
information and links to the past 
are permanently lost. 
Archaeological sites on national 
forest lands are protected by 
various federal congressional acts 
dating as far back as 1906. 

In addition to archaeological 
significance, rockshelters in the 
Red River Gorge provide habitat 
for rare plant and animal species. 
The white-haired goldenrod 
(Solidago albopilosa ), federally 
listed as threatened, grows in the 
cool shaded soils of sandstone 
cliff habitat, often in the same 
rockshelters and overhangs that 
illegal campers prefer. This 
extraordinary plant is found no 
where else in the world, occurring 
only in the Red River Gorge. 
Repeated trampling of these

Forest Service Order 
No. 12-01-05 prohibits the 
following activities within 
the Red River Gorge 
Geological Area: 

1. Camping within 300 feet of 
any developed road; 

2. Camping within 300 feet of 
any developed trail; 

3. Camping within 600 feet of 
Gray’s Arch; 

4. Climbing or repelling within 
300 feet of Sky Bridge, Gray’s Arch, 
Nada Tunnel or Chimney Top Rock 
overlook; 

5. Camping within 100 feet of 
the base of any cliff or back of any 
rock shelter, and 

6. Building, maintining, 
attending or using a fire, campfire, 
or stove within 1 00 feet of the base 
of any cliff, or the back of a rock 
shelter. 



plants can have a significant 
impact on their survival in this 
area. 

Another species of concern 
that occurs in the Red River 
Gorge is the endangered Virginia 
big-eared bat ( Corynorhinus 
townsendii). In Kentucky, this 
medium-sized bat uses cave and 
cliff habitat for daytime roosting 
and maternity during the summer 
and hibernation during the winter. 
This species has been 
documented in only nine counties 
in the eastern portion of the state. 
The rarity of the Virginia big- 
eared bat makes this species and 
its habitat especially sensitive to 
disturbance. 

During an inventory 
conducted earlier this year in the 
Red River Gorge, over two-thirds 
of the rockshelters that were 
monitored had evidence of illegal 
camping and fire-building. Many 
of these user-developed sites 
were totally void of vegetation

from years of repeated use and 
impact. The woody vegetation 
had been cut for firewood and the 
herbaceous plants, including 
white-haired goldenrod, had been 
trampled underfoot. 

Over the course of two 
weekends, 60 violation notices 
and 40 warnings were issued, 
including two arrests. Additional 
enforcement and education 
operations are planned for the 
Gorge. Visitors to this area are 
encouraged to contact an office of 
the Daniel Boone National Forest 
with questions regarding cliffline 
protection policies and other 
camping regulations. More 
information about cliffline and 
rockshelters is available on the 
Daniel Boone website at http:// 
www.fs.fed.us/r8/boone/ 
resources/geology/ 
clifflines, sbtml.

An established local business 
has relocated to better serve its 
consumer base, comprised 
primarily of local youth.. 

Underground Music & Hobby, 
formerly at 545 Main St., moved 
to 675 Broadway St. (across from 
Broadway First Church of God) 
on Sept. 1 . 

Owner Christopher Todd 
Allen, of Caney, said the store 
offers various products including 
music and DVDs. 

“We do so many different 
things here,” Allen said. “The 
store is called Underground 
because we wanted to create a 
more urban environment; this is 
not a conventional music store.” 

Allen, who operates the store 
with girlfriend Mary Fong, said 
this is because he sells 
unconventional music to compete 
with corporate chains. 

“My biggest competition is 
Wal-Mart,” Allen said. “Their 
albums are slightly cheaper, but 
you have to drive all the way to 
Morehead, Paints ville, etc. for 
edited music. All of our CDs are 
unedited so the music can be 
heard the way the artists 
originally intended.” 

Allen also special orders 
alternative music for customers. 

“We sell mostly mainstream 
music in the store, but can order 
music not in stock,” Allen said. 
“Our distributor can usually get 
any CD that is still in print, 
including independent music not 



sold in most stores. Import 
albums and vinyl are also 
available.” 

The store also offers DVD 
rentals at discounted rates. 

“We have the cheapest 
DVD rental rates in town at $ 1 .99 
per DVD,” Allen said. “For 
$19.99 a month, customers in 
good standing can rent unlimited 
movies and return them at their 
leisure. This is our way of 
competing against NetFlix and 
other Internet rental services - at 
roughly the same price.” 

Magic cards, mini-gaming and 
comic books are also popular 
items. 

“I have always loved playing 
magic cards and reading comic 
books,” Allen said. “There are a 
lot of young people who enjoy the 
same things, and this is the place 
for them. These activities are 
gaining popularity county wide.” 
Allen said customers can 
participate in the store’s weekend 
magic card tournaments. 

“We play magic cards here on 
Fridays at 6 p.m. and on Sundays 
at 3 p.m., with mini-gaming on 
Saturdays,” Allen said. “I also 
organize a huge magic card 
tournament once a month, which 
is usually on a Saturday. There are 
approximately 30 players in the 
county including middle school, 
high school and college students, 
as well as teachers.” 

The store also sponsors a local 
paintball team started by Morgan 
County High School teachers 



Scott Finkous and Nathan 
Frederick and students Aric 
Fonchar and Robbie Paul. 

“The are about 20 people on 
the team,” Allen said. “They meet 
every weekend and play against 
each other across from the new 
baseball field on Fiberty Road. 
They also have games scheduled 
against Morehead’ s team. We are 
thrilled to participate in the sport 
as its popularity grows locally.” 

Allen plans to offer new 
products and open a second store 
soon. 

“We will be adding more 
inventory for a bigger music and 
DVD selection in the next few 
months,” Allen said. “We plan to 
add skateboarding supplies when 
the new skateboard park opens. I 
also want to open a second store 
eventually and I am currently 
looking for a location.” 

Though Allen, a former 
Bizzack Inc. accountant, sees 
only 10 customers daily, he is 
pleased with his establishment. 

“I quit a really good job to 
open this store,” Allen said.

Restoring remnant 
prairies, planting native grasses, 
shrubs, and trees, implementing 
wildlife beneficial forest stand 
improvements, and creating shal- 
low water areas are some of the 
eligible practices for the program.

It is the sweet end to the un- 
thinkable season. For the first 
time in seven long years, Ken- 
tucky will take the field for a post- 
season football game as the Wild- 
cats take on Clemson in the Mu- 
sic City Bowl. 

“Our coaches, players and fans 
are thrilled to be going,” UK Ath- 
letics Director Mitch Barnhart 
said. “I’m so happy that the hard 
work and effort put forth by our 
football team is being rewarded.

The 2stCentury after school 
program at Morgan County High 
School recently completed its 
first taxidermy project. 

Bazie Dulen, owner of 
Dulen’s Taxidermy, had been 
teaching several students the art 
of taxidermy at the school. These 
students had never done any type 
of taxidermy work and it was a 
great learning experience for all 
them. 

The students were taught ev- 
ery part of the taxidermy process 
from proper care of the animal 
when it is taken in the field, to 
manikin preparation, skinning 
and fleshing, tanning techniques, 
mounting procedures, proper 
sewing techniques, drying proce- 
dures and techniques, and groom- 
ing and finishing techniques af- 
ter the animal is dry. 

The students started their 



project by first practicing their 
skinning and fleshing techniques 
by making squirrel rugs. This 
process allowed them to realize 
the care that must be taken in the 
skinning and fleshing process to 
produce quality taxidermy prod- 
ucts. Dulen said he was happy 
to say that this was a very ben- 
eficial step because when they 
mounted their real squirrels... 
none of them were missing any 
feet!!
